The question of buying a chemical

The value of sach an appliance ought 
not to be questioned, and no question 
is raised by those familiar with the ser 
vice.It is a wejl known fact that a great 
part—otten.-timeB the* greater part —of 
the loss by fire, especially in stores and 
dwellings, is caused by water. Firemen 
calculate 'that an ordinary single stream 
of water discharged three hundred gal- 
lons per minute—quite a flood. A chem- 
ical engine discharges only about ten 
gallons per minute. Three and some- 
tixes four men are required to handle a 
stream of water, while with the chomical 
one man takes complete control, deliver- 
ing the stream at the right spot, thus 
avoiding deluging the entire room or 
building.3.V Atlditionul Expense.

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DEEP SORROW FELT 


AT WASHINGTON 


DEATH 
OF VICE PRESIDENT 


DEPLORED BY THE PEOPLE. 


Assume Definite Form. 


President McKinley Issues a Proclama- 


tion Reciting the Public Services of 
Hobart Deceased—Orders a Display 
of Flags at Half Mz.st on All Public 
Buildings. 


Washington', Nov. 22.—As soon as 


the news of ,the death of Vice-Presi- 
dent Hobart reached the white house. 
•the flag over the north portico was 
dropped to half-mast, and as fast as 
telephone 
messages could be sent 


around the city the flags on other gov- 
ernment buildings were similarly low- 
ered. 
The white house was ordered 


closed officially for the day, and Attor- 
ney-General Griggs was dispatched to 
Paterson to make the necessary ar- 
rangements for the participation by 
the president and his cabinet in-the 
funeral. 


The cabinet assembled at the usual 


hour, "but of course transacted no busi- 
ness, and callers at the white house 
were turned away by the doorkeepers. 
' 
President McKinley was deeply af- 


fected by the news, for between the 
two men there existed a genuine 
friendship. Mr. Hobart was a constant 
caller at the white house, and it may 
be doubted if any member of the pres- 
llent's cabinet, or indeed any one els», 
•with th« possible exception of Senator 


•• -Banna, had received so much of the 


confidence of the president, and was so 
fully trusted by him as was Garret A. 


. Hobart. 


'. -So it'happened that agide from the 
purely official arrangements for the fu- 
neral, and the ordinary expressions of 
•formal grief, the president was notably 
overwhelmed with sadness. He 
had 


hoped until the. last, against the dec- 
larations of the medical men, that Mr. 
Ho'bart might -be on the ticket with 
•him next year and be a member of the 
new administration. 


This induced -the 'president to send 


'•his own physician, Dr. -Dixey,.to Pat- 
erson some time ago, but his .confiden- 
tial 'report was .that the vice-president 
could not possibly recover. 


The death of the vice-president'does 


not affect 'in..any way the executive 
.department of the government, for 
under the constitution the vice-presi- 
dent has no executive duties whatever 
to perform and his death does not cre- 
ate a vacancy which can be filled either 
Ijy appointment or election. 


If President McKinley had died Mr. 


Hobart would have succeeded him, but 
otherwise his sole duty was president 
of the senate, and that is almost an 
honorary position. 


Now that Mr. Hobart is dead John 


Hay, secretary of state, would succeed 
to the presidency by law in case of 
the death of President McKinley, but 
Secretary Hay does not become vice- 
president, that, office being perma- 
nently vacant during the rest of his 
administration. 


During the afternoon the president 


issued a proclamation reciting the 
services of the deceased statesman to 
•the nation, and expressing • his deep 
•grief at the personal loss sustained in 


• the 'death of his colleague. The proc- 


lamation concludes: "In 
sorrowing 


.testimony.of the loss which has fallen 
upon the country, I direct that on the 
day of. the funeral the executive offices 
of the United States shall be closed 
and all stations of the army and navy 
shall display the national flag at half-- 
mast and that representatives of the 
TJnited States in foreign countries shall 
pay appropriate tribute to the illustri- 
. ous dead for a period of thirty days.'' 


Office Will Remain Vacant. 


Washington. Nov. 22.—By the death 


ofMr. E'obart 'ttie office of vice-presi- 
dent of the United States becomes va- 
cant for the rest of President McKin- 
ley's term,.as the law provides no sue-' 
cession. 
A president pro: tempore of South A rHcan Campaign Begins to 


the senate will be.elected by that body) 
when congress assembles, 
who 
will] 


hold the office until March, 190i. Sena- 
tor William P. Frye of Maine is now 
president pro tempore of the senate: 
He will call that body to order when it 
.assembles Dec. 4 and preside until a 
successor is chosen. That he will suc- 
ceed himself is generally conceded.

THE BOERS. 


er Hnve Plenty of 
Gun it and Know How 


to il»e Tliem. 


By Andrew Downs. 


One of the .surprises in the South 


African war has been the effectiveness 
of the Boer artillery. 
Only a short 


time before the opening of hostilities 
It was confidently asserted- by sup- 
posed 
British authorities that the 


Boers had'practically no field artillery 
to speak of and that they did not know 
how to use the few.guns.they did have. 


But since the fighting' has begun It 


appears, In spite of strict British cen- 
sorship, that the Boers have been us- 
ing artillery with good effect and that 
they have plenty of good guns. As a 
matter of fact, the field guns possessed 
by the Boers are probably the best in 
the world. They not only have good 
guns and plenty of them, but they 
know how to shoot cannon as well as 
rifles. 
" 
. 
It is true, however, that until a few 


years' ago the Boers had no big guns 
and knew little or nothing about han- 
dyng them. 
But the Jameson raid 


taught President Kruger a lesson. He 
heard the English talking about be- 
' Biegirig Johannesburg, and be learned 
something about the effectiveness of 
modern field artillery. He determined 


; to equip the Transvaal- forces with the 


best weapons in the market. 


The • first step was to erect forts at 


Johannesburg and Pretoria. The for- 
mer now reposes, under the brow of 
strong fortifications. 
There are six 


forts altogether, and they command a 
broad expanse of country. In these be 
has placed long-range rifled guns of 
•French and/ German patterns and 
quick firing guns. He has filled four 
warehouses with arms and made se 
cret preparations, which include long 
tunnels underneath the galdfields, so 
that the town of Johannesburg can be 
destroyed by one train of powder, fo 
the motto of the Boers Is, "Rather a 
Ruined. Country Than No Country." 


Pretoria Is guarded by four forts 


. one "at each of- the tour corners of tb 


town. Heavy guns of the Krvipp mak 
are. installed here under the directio 
of German, Dutch and French officers

There are two types of quick firing 


guns used in the British army. The 
first is the Vickers-Maxlm. which was 
used by the troops under. Lord Kitchen- 
er in the Sudan. 
The other is an 


adaptation of the ordinary fleld gun; 
which is converted to a quick flrer by 
a carriage 
designed by Lieutenant 


Colonel Sir G. Clarke. This gun, it is 
said, has been found of considerable 
utility, but. is certainly not equal to 
the quick firers in the possession of 
the Boers. 


Some time ago the Transvaal govern- 


ment purchased three of the most pow- 
erful guns in existence. 
These were 


also made by the Sclmeider-Canet firm. 
Two are of 9^2 inch caliber and one of 
12 inch. The fatter weighs 66 tons and 
fires a shell weighing half a ton 
through, four feet of steel. The two 
smaller guns fire a shell weighing 
three hundredweight. 
These 
guns 


•were bought when the Transvaal gov- 
ernment expected to get Delagoa Bay. 
They are now mounted outside of Jo- 
hannesburg.
